Sentence Operative at Once. 


The sentence of the senate became 
operative at once and directions were I 
given that the president and house ■ 
of representatives be notified imme- ! 
diately of the verdict and the punish- j 
merit imposd. 
The conviction and Judgment came 
as the conclusion of th«* impeachment 
trial that has been pending in the 
senate since last summer on charges 
that Judge Archbald had been guilty 
of misconduct and misbehavior as a 
judge and that he had corruptly used 
his Judicial power tc further the pri­ 
vate Interests of 
himself 
and 
his 
friends in the acquisition of coal land 
properties in Pennsylvania. 
Upon five of the thirteen charges 
brought against nim by the house of 
representatives Judge Arohbald 
was 
found guilty. 
Upon the other eight 
th«* senate voted him not guilty, the 
m ajority in three cases being against 
him, but failing of the two-thirds nec­ 
essary for conviction. 
Anv one of the 
five verdicts of guilty wag enough to 
bring about tho punishment imposed 
upon him. 


Archbald Goes to Scranton. 


In a little committee room off th® 
gallery floor, behind a guarded door. 
Judge Archbald, his wife and hiv <mn, 
Hugh, sat as the senate voted upon 
the charges against him. 
The first 
vote of conviction was carried to him 
by his son from the gallery. 
After 
sentence had been Impose«! on him 
Judge Archbald and his fam ily left 
the Capitol for their home in Scran 
ton. 
"f have always kr.cv r. that I have 
done no wrong and the vote of no one 
makes It otherwise,” was 
his only 
comment on the senate's action. 
Although uo debate was permitted 
during the 
progress of 
the voting 
many senators asked to be excused 
from 
voting on certain charges be­ 
cause they did not believe the senat« 
had authority to take up acts com 
mitted by Judge Archbald before he 
was appointed to the conffiierce court; 
or because they believed the acts that 
might 
be characterised 
as "m isbe­ 
havior” were not such as to consti­ 
tute “ high crimes and misdemeanors” 
involving the extreme penalty of the 
Constitution.

They have had additional in­ 
terviews with I)r. Dan« ff and Hechad 
Pashu. heads of the Bulgarian and 
Turkish del«*cates respectively, advis­ 
ing 
moderation on 
both sides and 
warning them that either party, if 
through 
obstinacy it should plung«* 
Europe into war again, would incur 
a heavy w’eight of disapproval. 
The meeting of the ambassadors 
was the longest yet held. 
They dis­ 
cussed the note to be presented to 
the porte, aiming to meet every pos­ 
sible argument likely to be raised by 
the Turks 
The general impression among the 
plenipotentiaries is that the definite 
decision on war or peace must come 
from Constantinople. 
W hatever con- 
cessions and compromises the Balkan 
league may make the allies will never 
conseut to the renunciation of Adri- 
anople, which the Turks make the 
sine <iua non of peace. 
Much is hoped for here from Kia- 
mil l’asha. the grand vizier, a man of 
great ability and extraordinary influ­ 
ence 
He is perhaps the most power­ 
ful 
umong 
the Ottomuu 
stutcsmcn. 
He has succeeded in r«*»torinx 
the 
good relations between Turkey and 
the triple entente and thus far has 
been able to prevent the powers from 
taking 
an 
active anti-Turkish atti­ 
tude. 
W hile progress toward peace is at 
a standstill here the Balkan delegates 
are endeavoring to obtain advantages 
for themselves in the partition of the 
conquered 
territory. 
The 
kings of 
Bulgaria, Greece and Montenegro are 
working actively among 
their rela­ 
tives and friends on the other thrones 
of Europe to Influence the powers in 
favor of the claims of their countries. 
As the moment for a decision ap- 
proach«‘K their efforts become more 
strenuous. 
it 
is known they have 
sent special envoys to some of the 
capitals to support the work of their 
regular diplomats. 
The Turkish delegates have not yet 
taken steps to carry out their threats 
to leave Londou. 
Diplomats consider 
that it would be a great breach of 
eti«iuette for any of the delegates to 
go before another meeting dt the con­ 
ference was held, if only for the pur­ 
pose of formally ending tlie negotia­ 
tions. 
It might be coustrued as a slight 
to England, which is entertaining tho 
conference, and to the British foreign 
secretary, us honorary president.
